ORES 


Israel’s Progress in Nuclear 
Research 


JERUSALEM 

Israel has found a cheap way of 
extracting uranium from phosphate 
deposits: within its frontiers, as well 
as a new method of making heavy 
Waler—two materials used to produce 
energy—Professor David. Bergman, 
the Chairman of the Israéli Atomic 
-hergy Commission, said \here last 
Saturday, 

In broadcast, Professor Bergman, 
Who is also head of the Research and 
Planning Branch of the Israeli Ministry 
of Defence, said that Israel had already 
successfully tested in a pilot plant a 
method for extracting uranium from low- 
gtade ores found in the. Negey. There 
was, therefore, a good chance that Israel 
would be able to produce uranium on 
= industrial scale in the not too distant 
iiure. 

Professor Bergman revealed that Israel 
ad developed a system of producing 
heavy water without the use of electricity 
normal method. This method, 


developed at the Weizmann Institute, had 


een carried out on a laboratory scale 
So lar, but the results give reason to hope 
that this method would be able to com- 
pete with the electrolytic method also on 
an industrial scale. 

French and Israeli scientists were 
already working in each other’s countries, 
following an agreement signed with the 
French Atomic Energy Commission, said 
Professor Bergman.—(Reuter)

not be, in my estimation, the correct 


way of carrying out the stewardship of | 


the affairs of the United Synagogue.”

Cabinet Dispute Over

JERUSALEM 
The Israeli Cabinet held a special 


meeting on Wednesday to resume its . 


discussions on the budget estimates, 
totalling 1£633,000,000, for the fiscal 
year beginning April 1, 1955. (The 
previous years estimates were 
1£573,000,000, ) 

There are considerable differences of 
opinion within the Cabinet on the alloca- 
tion of. the additional 1£60,000,000,. and 
the . discussions will be continued by 
Ministers concerned before the budget ts 
brought: before the Knesset for approval. 

The Cabinet discussions. showed that 
the dissension between General Zionist 
and Mapai. Ministers, now endangering 
the Coalition Government, is unabated 
Leaders of both partics met this week to 
discuss their differences, but, it 1s 
reported, no progress was made. 

It appears that the General Zionists arc 
at present ready to make as much trouble 
as. possible in connection with their 
claims for economic equality between 
private: and public enterprise, and on 
electoral reform, but are in no_ hurry 
to allow. the dispute to break up the 
Coalition.

DR. HERZOG ADDRESSES DEPUTIES 
- Hope for Closer Anglo-Israeli Links 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Board of Deputies, who met at 
Woburn House, London, on Sunday, 
for # morning session only, was 
addressed by the Chief Rabbi of 


Israel, Dr. Isaac Herzog. He wished 


the Board “crowning success” in its 
efforts to raise the level of Anglo- 
Israeli friendship, and spoke of “a 
religious reawakening ” in the Jewish 
State. He was also present when an 
assurance by the British Government 
of continued efforts towards an early 
Arab-Israeli settlement was announced 
to the Deputies. 

The Board received with acclama- 
tion an announcement by the Presi- 
dent. Dr. A. Conen (Birmingham), 
that a simple message engrossed on 
parchment and containing the con- 
gratuilations of Anglo-Jewry would be 
sent to Sir Winston Churchill on his 
goth birthday. The Deputies adopted 
without dissent a resolution condemn- 
ing the Austrian Government for its 
“harsh and unjust policy” towards 
the victims of Nazi persecution. 


Dr. Cohen started his Presidential state- 


ment with a tribute to the memory of Mr, 


Isaac Landau, who until his recent death 
had been “one of the oldest and most 
revered members of the Board.” Recall- 
ing the late Mr. Landau’s: services: to, 
and association. with, the Board, the 
President said that his life-work was being 
continued by his son, Mr. F. M. Landau 
(United Synagogue), who was also a very 
honoured member of this Board. 


Unique Occasion 


in welcoming the Chief Rabbi of Israel, 
the President said that they were the 
more honoured by his presence as it had 
been on Rabbi Herzog’s own volition 
that. he had come to the Board meeting. 
Since this was a unique occasion, he 
added. he would suspend the session 
in order that the Israeli Chief Rabbi 
might address them, The President also 
expressed the hope that Anglo-Jewry 
would make a worthy contribution to the 
great cause. for which Rabbi Herzog had 
undertaken his mission to this country— 
the creation of a: Spiritual Centre in 
Jerusalem, 

Greeted by the applause of all. the 
Deputies, who rose ‘from their seats to 
welcome him, .Rabbi Dr. Herzog con- 
veyed to them the blessings of Zion, of 
Jerusalem, and of the Chief Rabbinate 
in Israel, which, he stated, was “the 
nucleus of the future great Sanhedrin.” 
The mere existence of the reborn Jewish 
State, he said, was a_ blessing on_ the 
highest level to Anglo-Jewry, to every 
Jew in the world, and to the whole of 
mankind. 

“ You here are particularly privileged,” 
Dr. Herzog went on, “for you live in 
this great and noble country, which has 
led us on the way to our revival.’’ There 
were, of course, the unpleasant memories 
of the more. recent past, but the Jewish 
people had always preferred to remember 
rather the good that other nations had 
done unto them. It was up to the 
Board, he continued, to be the watchman 
for Zion and to exert to the utmost its 
influence in order to ensure that Britain 
and Israel—*‘ that physically small but 
Spiritually great eternal State 
should draw nearer to each other. 

“IT pray and hone.” the Chief Rabbi 
said, “that vour efforts will be crowned 
with success and that Britain will do its 
ulmost 'o maintain, and even to raise to 
a yet higher level, its friendly relation- 
Ship with Israel.” 


Religious Reawakening 


Having stated that he would not.com- 
ment on the state of Jewish religion in 
this country—** you have your own Chief 
Rabbi who takes care of that "—-Rabbi 
Herzog said that the position of religion 
in Israel. “is certainly not worse than 
here.” There were signs, he said, of a 
religious reawakening even among the 
free-thinking Jews in kibbutzim, who had 
now “ begun to recognise the Almighty, 
if not de jure then at least de facto. . . .” 
_ Another, remark. of the Chief Rabbi 
which amused the audience was that as 
far as eloquence was concerned the Board 
—he called it ‘the Parliament of British 
Jewry “—was being excelled by the 
Knesset, because its members, apparently, 
tried to make up for the lost time when 
Hebrew was not spoken én elected Parlia- 
mentary assemblies! 

Introducing the report of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, of which he is the 
Chairman. Mr. Barnett JANNER, M.P. 
(Leeds, United), referred to the recent 
House of Commons debate on the pro- 
posed treafies with Germany... “* We were 
natural'y disturbed about. the revival of 
Nazism,” he stated, “ and we.have urged 
Her Maijesty’s Government to provide all 
safeguards that are humanly possible for 
Protection of human rights and for the 
fulfilment of obligations already assumed 
by . the Federal Republic with regard to 
claims by victims of Nazi persecution. 
As stated in the report, formal assurances 
were given by Dr. Adenauer and those 
Were also acknowledged by our own and 
other Governments.” 


the way 


Dealing. with the problem of Austrian 
compensation, Mr. Janner said that it 
had become obvious that despite the 
Prosperous economic position in the 
Austrian Republic and probably because 
of internal political considerations, the 
Austrian Government was not prepared 
to fulfil its obligations towards the victims 
of Nazism. He had consulted with Dr. 
N. Goldmann (Chairman of the Jewish 
Claims Committee) and unless there was 
a complete, change in the attitude of the 
Austrians, the Jewish Claims Committee 
would tell them bluntly that they were 
not prepared to negotiate further on the 
basis of such a despicable amount [as

compensation] as had been suggested by 
the Government in Vienna. 

Mr. Janner also moved the following 
resolution, which was approved by the 
Board : 


‘“* Having. heard a report on the position with 
regard to the claims of Jewish yictims of per- 
secution in Austria, the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews places on record its protest against 


continues to treat the question of a very moder- 
ate measure of compensation to the Jewish 
victims of persecution, of which a considerable 
number of the Austrian population were willing 


-jnstruments and which reduced many thousands 


of Austrian Jews to a state of utter destitution 
and misery. : 

‘This harsh and unjust policy is maintained 
notwithstanding the very tavourable economic 
position of Austria and notwithstanding the fact 
that the assets taken from the Jews which repre- 
sent great values far in. excess of what is asked 
by the Committee for Jewish Claims on Austria 
are still in the country and cannot be recovered 
by the victims. . 

“The Board of Deputies appeals to Her 
Maijesty’s Government and -the free work, 
which has given. and is still giving, Austria so 
much economic and political assurance, to take 


_ due note of this policy of the Austrian Govern- 


ment, and to bring its influence to bear in 

effecting a change in this attitude.”’ : 
In a reference to the second meeting 

[held on November 9] of. representatives 


of the Board and of the four other’ bodies. 


on communal unity in the field of foreign 
affairs, Mr. Janner said that efforts of an 
informal nature were being made to clear 
up several outstanding points ef differ- 
ence. It was hoped that a decision would 
be reached soon. | 

When Mr. M. SHLoimMovitz (Hudders- 
field) attempted to comment on that sub- 
ject, the President said that it would be 
the height of unwisdom to institute a 
discussion while. the negotiations were 
still proceeding. 


Middle East Dispute 


The report (which was adopied) also 


-referred'to the approach made on behalf 


of the-Board to Mr. A. Nutting, Minister 
of State, by the President, Mr. Janner, 
Mr. S. Terr (Hove Hebrew Congrega- 
tion), and Mr. A. BroTtMAN, Secretary 
of the Board, on November 4, the day 
after the Middle East debate if the House 
of Commons. 
Minister assured the deputation that ** the 
Government would continue its efforts to 
bring about an early settlement of the 
dispute between Israel 
States.” 

In a statement to the Board on behalf 
of the deputation, Mr. Teff, Chairman of 
the Erets Israel Committce. described 
their. reception by the Minister as 
patient, courteous, and sincere.” The 
Minister had not minimised the difficul- 
ties, had pointed to some complications, 
and also criticised some of their remarks. 
But at the same time he had given them 


‘the feeling that it was the sincere desire 


of Her Majesty’s Government to promote 
peace throughout the Middle East, Mr. 
Teff concluded by expressing the hope 
that a similar approach on behalf of 
American Jewry to their State Depart- 
ment would meet with similar success.

ing a request from the National Union 
of Teachers—agreed to draw the attention 
of the Board and of individual Deputies 
to “ the harmful effects of these publica- 
tions ” and to the campaign against them. 

Although few Deputies agreed with Mr. 
Pearce that Jewish firms were associated 
with the production and distribution of 
horror comics, there were other aspects 


of the problem of more direct Jewish 


interest. 


Dangers of Antisemitism 


Mr. W. Franket (Jubilee Street Great) 
pointed to ** the. Streicher stereotype of 
Jew’ presented in some of the comics, 
and Mr, John Dicut (Old Boys’ Associa- 
tion) said that through many of them 
runs a racialsm which never stops until 
it becomes antisemitic.””. He added that 
this aspect warranted. the Defence Com- 
mittee in taking over the whole matter—a 
Suggestion which was strongly opposed 
by Mr. L. C. Beser, J.P. (East London), 
who declared that it should remain within 
the purview of ‘the Educatien Committee 
as one to be dealt with mainly through

When Mr, J. Menpet (United Syna- 
gogue) suggested that Tue Jewisu 
CHRONICLE should extend its “ Young 
Section. ‘into a.“ Junior 
Chronicle,” which would become “as 


tremendous a force among Jewish young-— 


Sters as the senior was among the com- 
munity,” Mr. F. Landau asked, on a 
point of order, what was the connection 
between ‘horror comics and the.

The President said that he understood 
the. suggestion as ah antidote. 

In. presenting the first report of the 
Shechita Committee since the summer 
recess of the Board, the Chairman, Mr. 
Elsley ZetttyN (Cape Town) explained 
the steps which had been taken to ensure 
that the safeguards for shechita remained 
undiminished in the two recent Acts of 
Parliament—thée Slaughter of Animals 
(Amendment) Act, 1954, and particularly 
the Slaughter Houses Act, 1954. 

The report was adopted after a short 
debate, in the course of which Mr. H. A. 
GoopMan, J.P. (Union of Orthodox

Voluntary Levy 


Submitting the report of the Finance 
Committee, of which he is Chairman, and 
the half-yearly accounts, the Board's. 
Treasurer, Mr. B. B: LreBERMAN (Crickle- 
wood) declared that the voluntary levy 
had come to -stay.. It yielded -about 
£10,000. per. annum—which, he said; was 
a great achievement—and would, together 
with over £4,000 received by way. of 
assessment {from the constituent bodies], 
fall short of the Board’s annual expendi- 
ture [£17,000] by only £3,000 to £4,000. It 
was not beyond the capacity of Anglo- 
Jewry, he added, to raise the amount of 
the levy to £15,000 within. the — next 
session and thus close the gap. 

Mr. W. GorostTetn: (United Synagogue) 
and Cllr. M. Fipier (Holy Law, 
Manchester) said they did not regard the 


_ results of. the levy as. satisfactory—Mr. 


Goldstein described them as pitiful 
and called for more drastic and vigorous 
action to make the community more 
appreciative of the work and financial 
needs of the Board. When Miss Barnert 
(West Ham) suggested the publication of 
a supplement in THe JeEwisH CHRONICLE. 
Mr. Henry Harris (South London Liberal 
Synagogue) said that last week's leader in 
that. paper was hardly conducive to 
arousing the enthusiasm of the com- 
munity for the Board. | 


THE 1955 J.P.A. CAMPAIGN 
Launching by Mr. Trygve Lie 


Mr. Trygve Lie, the first Secretary- 
General of the United Nations. has 
accepted an invitation to launch the 
1955 campaign of the Joint Palestine 
Appeal, it is announced by Mr. J. 
Edward Sieff. Chairman the 
National Administrative Committee. 

Mr. Lie will address the inaugural 
banquet “of the J.P.A. at Grosvenor 
House on Saturday, February 19, and 
will afterwards attend gatherings in major 
cities. He is to be the guest of honour 
at Manchesier’s J.P.A. banquet on Feb- 
ruary 21 and will be in this country for 
about a week. 

Mr. Lie, who retired in March, 1953.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


TWO BROTHERS 


T is always the duty of the Jew 
‘to think of his duty towards the 
Gentiles. We say: “All Israel 
is united in fellowship,” the fellow- 
ship of Israel is very close to our 
At the same time we would 
be wrong to disregard our fellow- 
ship with the Gentiles. We live 
with them and suffer with them. 
Jeremiah reminded us of this union 
with the Gentiles and urged us to 
pray. for the “city in which we live ”: 
for the peace of this city is bound up 
with our own peace. And Malachi, 


the prophet of our Haftara, has this 


to say to the Jewish people, the people 
living amid the Gentiles: “For from 
the rising of the sun even unto the 
going down of the same My name is 
great among the nations ” (i, 11). God 
is Malachi’s message—is the 
God of all nations. 

And when we s¢e in the Gentiles 
the children of Esau, the prophet has 
this question for us: “ Was not Esau 
Jacob's brother ?” This question must 
be answered by the Jew in the affirma- 
tive. We must say: the Gentiles are 
our brethren, they are included in the 
commandment demanding of us that 
we shall love our neighbours as our- 


‘seives, 


E read this week the story of Jacob 
and Esau, and we must read it in 
the spirit of Malachi’s universalism 
which sees all human beings as chil- 
dren of the one God. Jacob and Esau 
are brothers: this we must say. But 
we must also say thev are different 
brothers. 
Our Sidra shows the differences in 
every respect. They are different as 
psychological types and they are dii- 
ferent in the tasks allotted to them. 
Esau is a hunter, the man who has 
a weapon.. Jacob is a man. pursuing 
peace and flourishing in peace. 
- These two types have their funda- 
mentally different approach to life in 
particular and to history in general. 
The type represented in Esau 
approaches life and history with the 
view that violence is unavoidable, that 
wars are necessary, that there wiil be 
fighting and killing as long as man is 
what he is. The type represented in 
Jacob appeals to persuasion and 
reason and rejects violence and war ; 
he appeals to moral progress, not to 
the tragic decision of the battlefield. 
The . difference between Esau and 
Jacob is the difference between pagan 


man and the Jew. 


When we think of this difference. 
it seems. at first sight, that Jacob must 
be a helpless victim of Esau, that Esau 
has all the chances of the winner and 
Jacob is the eternal loser. Scrip‘ure 
tells us that this js not so. The bless- 


-ing of God goes in the first piace, as 


our Sidra tells us, to Jacob. and only 
conditionally to Esau. Jacob is weak, 
but he is not a loser, because God, 
who is a “God of the widow and 


of the orphan,” is a God of all those . 


who are weak and can, through the 
miracle of the mercy of God. exist. 
As it is said: “For the Lord hath 
delivered Jacob, and redeemed him 
from the hand of him. who was 
stronger than he.” This word is the 
message of the prophet Jeremiah to 
the Diaspora of the Jewish people. 


HE Jewish Diaspora is based on 

the fellowship between Jew and 
Gentile. Jewish hfe is dependent on 
peace, on justice, on the progress from 
the pagan status of man towards 
civilisation, 

The Jew flourishes when peace 
prevails and civilisation is stable. This 
is, in fact, the condition under which 
every human being flourishes. If it is 
well with the Jew, it is well with man- 
kind. If the heart is healthy, the 
whole body can live and exist. God 
sent Jacob into the world to show 
mankind the conditions under which 
blessing and happiness and. prosperity 
can be achieved for all man. Civilisa- 
tion exists when the weak are safe; 
when justice is a power; when reason, 
not violence, decides ; when Jacob. and 
Esau live as brethren. 

The Jew must be Jacob in the midst 
of the Gentiles. If he rejects this holy 
vocation he becomes like the Gentiles. 
Jacob who refuses to be Jacob 
becomes. Esau. | |

had to be sure that a synagogue when 
built would be able to stand on its own

Explaining how conditions had cha 
to bring this situation about, Mr. 
Montagu said that before 1939 a leading 
consintuent synagogue cost £30,000 to 
build ; today the same building must cost 
about £150,000, ie., five times the pre- 
war cost.

Shechita Board Decision 


The President then went on to refer to 
the situation that had arisen in connéc- 
tion with the decision of the Shechita 
Board to make to “a poultry shochet ”’ 
an ex-gratia payment of £10 per weck, 
with a proportionate pension to his widow 
As a result, a number of 
representatives of the United Synagogue 
on the Board had felt that they coald no 
longer be associated with “a body which 
expended public funds in so unsuitable 
a manner,’ and had placed their resigna- 
tions in his hands.

PLAN FOR REARMING GERMANY OPPOSED 


Whip Withdrawn from 
Mr. S. Silverman

The National Executive Committee 
of the Labour Party, meeting in Lon- 
don on Wednesday, decided to take 
no further action jn the case of Mr. 
s. §. SILVERMAN (Lab., Nelson and 
Colne) and the other members of the 
Party who defied the Whip in the’ 
Commons last week by voting against 
the recent agreements on Western 
Furope involving German rearmament. 

The Parliamentary Labour Party 
met at the Commons on Tuesday and 
carried. a motion of the “shadow 
cabinet to withdraw the Party Whip. 

| understand that there was a good 
deal of feeling at the meeting and that. 
the pleas of the “accused” that they 
were bound to act in accordance with 
their conscience. made a deep impres- 
sion. | 

Before the motion ~was_ carried—the 
fieures were 131 for and 93 against, giving 
Mr: Attlee and his “ shadow cabinet” a 
majority of 38—broad hints were, | 
gather, given that applications for 
reinstatement would be favourably con- 

sidered in the not too distant future. 
A&A large number of Labour Members 
were in support of an alternative sug- 
gestion put forward by Mr. Maurice 
EpeLMan. ‘The effect of this was that 
sufficient. punishment would be a repri- 
mand coupled with the reporting of the . 
“rebels” to their focal constituency 
parties, 

This proposal was defeated by the 
slender majority of 21, the voting being 
124 against and 103 in favour, 

{ understand that Mr. Silverman argued 
at the meeting that if. approval of Ger- 
man rearmament were allowed to go 
through the House. without a division it 
would have conveyed a completely mis- 
leading impression the world that 
M.P.s were unanimous on a subject which 
was. in fact, highly controversial. 

The effect of the withdrawal of the 
Party whip means that Mr, Silverman 
and the other Labour Members who 
defied the official Opposition will be 
debarred from taking part in the work 
of the Labour Party in Parliament. They 
will Sit 4s Independent Labour. Members. 

During the debate the conflict between 
Party loyalty and individual conscience 
provided a heart-searching problem for 
some M.P.s: | 

The line taken by Mr, ATTLEe and the 


official Opposition. despite a plea for 
unanimity trom Sirk ANTHONY EDEN, the 
oreign Secretary, was to abstain from 
voting for or against the Government 
motion appfoving the agreements on 
Western Europe. 

Mr. ANEUREN BEVAN (Lab., Ebbw Vale) 
and his group of Labour “ rebels ” toed 
the Party line in face of a possible threat 
of expulsion. Mr. R. H. S. Crossman 
(Lab., Coventry, E.) sought to justify 
their action by explaining that 
preferred to remain inside the Party and 
try to convert the majoriiy from within. 

Mr. Sypney Strverman (Lab., Nelson 
and Colne), however, who passionately 
opposed the motion, characteristically 
refused to put Pariy before conscience. 
He acted as a teller for the “noes” in 
the division lobby. : 

The four Members who cast their votes 
against the Govetnment-—apart from the 
tellers,, Mr. Silverman and Mr. Emrys 
Huaues (Lab.; South  Avyrshire}—are 
pacifists and their decision was not 
wholly surprising. 

During: the two-day debate those who 


supported the Government expressed fears 


about putting arms into the hands of the 
Germans again, but pleaded that the 
course recommended to the House was 
the best alternative. 


Russian Ruthlessness 


Mr. CHARLES Pannett (Lab., Leeds, 
W.) referring to Russian policy said: 
“Do not let us forget the ruthlessness of 
the country we are dealing wiih. .Does 
this House realise that one of the con- 


ditions of the Ribbentrop-Molotov’ Pact 


was that Russia -should hand back to 


' Germany all the Jews and prisoners in 


her concentration camps ? 
S. Silverman: “It is not so.” 

Mr. Pannell: “I will quote my 
authority for it. It was in a book written 
by Weissburg.” 

Mr.° Silverman rose— 

Mr. Pannell: “ Do not try to bully me 
with points of order. The tile of the 
book escapes me.. I do not know 
whether my hon. friend the Member for 
Leeds, South-East (Mr, D. Healey) can 
help me ?” 

Mr. Healey: “ It was * The Conspiracy 
of Silence.’ ”’ 

Mr. Pannell: “ Yes. and there was a 
review of it written by my hon. friend, 
the Member for Coventry,’ East (Mr.

LORD RUSSELL’S WARNING 


When the. House of Lords discussed 
Western Europe and German rearmament 
on. Tuesday, Peers heard a speech by 
Lord: or who 
resigned his position as Assistant Judge 


Advocate General on the publication of 


his war crimes book, “ The Scourge of 
the Swastika.” 

Lord Russell denied that he had “ anti- 
German rabies’ and rejected the con- 
tention that his book was written in such 
a way as to stir up hatred of the Ger- 
mans as a whole. 

It was inyportant, he insisted, that the 
new foundations of German. military life 
should be properly laid. If they were 
not, and if the new German army was. 
to be formed with the veterans of the 
last war, it would be a repetition of the 
history of the German army in _ politics. 

Replying to the debate on Wednesday. 
the Maroutrs or READING, Minister. of 


State, Foreign Office, admitted that there | 
was a fear by a great many people of a. 


resurgence of Nazi elements in Germany. 
Not only was there a fear for the future, 
but there was a memory of the past. 
He went on: | | 
“Few of us could be so forgiving as. 
to pretend that time has erased from our 
minds all recollection of what took place 
in that country and, under the zgis of 
Hitler’s Germany, in other countries for 
a number. of years leading up to and 


‘during the war. 


‘Are we going to encourage that sort 


of spirit to re-emerge or are we going 


to do what is in our power to prevent 
this re-emergence ?”’ 

Lord Reading maintained that the best 
way to prevent the re-emergence of 
Nazism was by admitting Germany into 
the community of Western nations as an 
equal.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND LONDON BOARD 
S. Levin’s Statement 


The following statement, in reply to 
the one read by Mr. Ewen Montagu at 
the United Synagogue Council meeting 
on Monday evening, has been issued 
by Mr. S. S. Levin, Chairman of the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 


-Edueation: 


The statement made by Mr. 
Montagu regarding the fimancing of 
religious education is regrettably tenden- 
tious. It followed correspondence and an 
interview between the Hon. Officers of the 
United Synagogue and of the London 
Board. The Hon. Officers of the Board 
had requested the restoration of the 84 
per cent tax in accordance with the pledge 
given by the late Mr. Frank Samuel. They 
indicated the grave unbalance inthe 
Board's accounts. Costs everywhere had 
risen, but in the case also of the Board 
the roll of pupils had increased from 
8,000 when the Board was formed in 1946 
to 14,000 today. The number of teachers 
had risen by nearly 100. The Hon. Officers 
of the Board have also met: the Hon. 
Officers of the Federation of Synagogues 
and requested them to raise 
finance for religious education. 


Education Tax 

This ts not the first crisis in the history 
of the London Board. It will be recalled 
that the terms of the resolution estab- 
lishing the education tax stated “ that the 
proceeds of the new religious education 
tax be paid over to the new London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education.” That, 
however, had not been done, Actually, in 
the year 1948, notwithstanding the 
balance in the United Synagogue of about 
£25,000, a financial crisis within the 
Board was allowed to develop, ,result- 
ing in the dismissal of irreplaceable 
teachers and in financial retrenchment. 

In May, 1951, the United Synagogue 
Council, on the recommendation of: its 
Honorary Officers, in the belief that the 
services of the Board could be maintained 
and even improved from available finances, 
agreed to a reduction of. the educa- 
tion rate from 334 per cent to 25 per cent. 
Members of the United Synagogue never- 
theless continued to pay the full 334 per 
cent, It is still not generally understood 
that the remaining 8{ per cent, voted 
originally. for. religious eaucation, was 

laced to the ordinary purposes of th 
United Synagogue. 3 

At that time there had accumulated in 
the United Synagogue the sum of £54,000, 


moneys which over a period of years had

not been paid to the Board. From the 
time of the reduction of the tax, rising 
costs, increased salaries of teachers, and 
increased services resulted in an ever- 
increasing unbalance of the Board's 
accounts, which were adjusted from time 
to time by calling on the unpaid reserve 
in the United Synagogue. This year the 
expenditure of the Board may well exceed 
its ordinary income by some £10,000, so 
that the exhaustion of the reserve is a 
certainty within the near future. 

Objection is taken to the fact that Mr. 
Montagu did not see fit to bring the state- 
ment to the notice of the Board, although 
the parties were apparently still in com- 
munication on the subject of the tax. The 
statement, moreover, was not submitted 
to the Executive of the United Synagogue, 
nor was discussion permitted at the 
Council meeting, 


The Board’s Income 


Exception is taken to the fact that it 
secks to give the impression ‘that the 
Board's income from the United Syna- 
gogue for 1953 was £59,837. In fact the 
income from taxation for that year was 
£48,475, and from tombstone tax £3,362. 
The difference of £8,000 was made up by 
drawing on the reserve, which is, of course, 
income from previous years not paid over 
to the London Board. 

Exception is also taken to the fact that 
the statement made ho reference to the 
solemn pledge of the late Mr, Frank 
Samucl that the tax would be restored 


when required. This was an important 


feature of the correspondence and inter- 
view with the Hon. Officers of the United 
Synagogue and therefore could hardly 


have escaped the atiention of Mr. 


Montagu. 

The imposition of the tax for education 
is no mere domestic matter of the United 
Synagogue.. It was the result of a solemn 
pact entered into with the community and 
with the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Joseph 
Hertz. In dealing with this at the finan- 
cial session of the Communal Conference 


_on the Reconstruction of Jewish Educa- 


tion, November 24, 1945, the late Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen said “the United 
Synagogue would be compelled to increase 
the synagogue contribution by 334 per 
cent to implement the plans for educa- 
tion.””. He further said, in moving the 
taxation resolution at the. United Syna- 
gogue Council in February, 1946, “ that

SALVAGE WORK AT 

WIENER LIBRARY 
Communal Aid Sought 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 
The Wiener Library, Manchester 


Square, London, W.i, is engaged on- 


an important project of salvage and 
research. The Conference of Jewish 
Material Claims Against Germany has 
allocated finances for this purpose. 
Dr. Alfred Wiener, Director of the 
Library, and Dr. Eva G. Reichmann, 
Director of the Research Department, 
told me in an interview that the alloca- 
tion would be utilised first “to salvage 
our own material which is in danger 
of rusting and rotting in unsuitable 
premises, and secondly to salvage per- 
sonal documents and other material from 
those who survived the Nazi holocaust.” 
It will -be recalled that the Wiener 
Library was of great assistance in furnish- 
ing evidence at. the Nuremberg trials. 
As a result it obtained considerable 
evidence—both that which was used at 
the trials, and unused and unpublished 


material, all of which, they told me, was 


being sorted out and catalogued. 

The Director and his colleague stressed 
the importance of collaboration by the 
community to assist the Library in its 
salvage work.

Unofficial Group’s Action 


However, an unofficial group, which 
includes several former Presidents of the 
Federation and calls itself ‘* Members 
of the Council,” questioned the legality 
of the procedure by which the increase 
had been carried through, At a gathering 
held on October 25 at the Vine Court 
Synagogue, London, E., 25 signatures of 
Council members were collected—the 
minimum ‘number required by the Con- 
stiilution—to requisition a meeting of the 
Council. It will be recalled that that 
meeting was closed by the President of 
the Federation, Mr. M. Lederman, only 


-a minute after tt had begun, the President 


stating that he had received a_ letter 
(which he read out) from Mr, I, Miller, 
President of the Philpot Street Great 
who denied either having 
himself signed the document requisition- 
ing the meeting or having authorised 
anyone. else to append his signature to it. 

Last week’s meeting, held again at the

‘PARIS MEMORIAL TO 
JEWISH MARTYRS 


Building to be Resumed 
in Near Future 


By a JewitsH CHRONICLE Reporter 


The building of the monument in 
Paris to commemorate the known and 
unknown Jewish martyrs and fighters 
from 1933 to 1945—the foundation- 
stone of which was laid more than a 
year ago—is to be resumed in the near 
future, Mr. Isaac Schneersobn, the 
initiator of the project, announced in 


London last week. 


The whole structure, built on a site in 
the Jewish quarter, freely given by the 


Municipality of Paris, will contain the 


Tomb of the Unknown Jewish Martyr 
and a large building housing the archives, 
library, museum, and offices of the 
Centre of Documentation for Contempor- 
ary Jewish Historical Records, of which 
Mr. Schneersohn is the President. 

Addressing a meeting organised jointly 
by the British Commiitces for the Centre 
and for the Erection of the Tomb, at the 
Hammer Theatre in Wardour Street, Mr. 
Schneersohn stated that their Paris col- 
lections ‘contained 400,000. original Ger- 
man documents and 4.500 books, some of 
them very rare—all relating to the period 
of Nazi persecution. 


Staff's Devotion 


Mr. Cecil Roth, paying a tribute to. 


the organisation and comprehensiveness 
of the Centre and to the devotion of its 
staff, said that the collection, classifica- 
tion, and publication. of documents, 
records, and books relating to that “ all- 
important and dark period.”’ were invalu- 
able. They were all sure to have a great 
repercussion on the historiography of the 
future, Mr. Roth declared. 

Introducing the film showing — the 
ceremony of iaying the foundation-stone 
of the monument in Paris, Mr, J. 
Shindler. Treasurer of the British Section 
of the World Committee for the Erection 
of the Tomb to the Unknown Jewish 
Martyr, stated that £2,500 had been so 
far collected -for-that...purpose. .in...this 
country. Referring to the now so-called 
“martyrdom” of people like Von 
Neurath. Mr. Shindler said that when 
the Yizkor Book-——-the Book of Remem- 
brance—which is to contain all the names 
of the Jews that perished in the Nazi 
holocaust-—-was completed. by the 
Centre, in association with Yad V’Shem 
in Jerusalem, it would bear irrefutable 
testimony regarding the real martyrs. 

The film, “ Lest We Forget,”’ with an 
excellent English commentary, proved

POLITICAL NOTES 


THE CASE OF MR. 
SILVERMAN

There is general sympathy in the 
House of Commons, as there is no 
doubt outside, with Mr, Sydney Silver- 
man, With six other members of the 
Labour Party he defied instructions to 
abstain from voting in the Commons 
debate on German rearmament last 
week. The Parliamentary Party's 
decision, albeit by a small majority, to 
support the Shadow Cabinet's recom- 
mendation to withdraw the Whip from 
him and the other rebels places him, 
SO to speak, outside the Parliamentary 
group of the Labour Party. 

For Mr. Silverman this must have been 
a very serious decision to take. He was 
the only Jewish M.P, to speak out on 
the German frearmament issue. with 
force and conviction and to take the risk 
of being expelled from the Labour Party. 
of which he has been a member for 40 
years, 


Visit to Buchenwald 


Normally, when a breach of Party 
principle has been committed by a mem- 


. ber, the Party Executive takes into con- 


sideration his religious feelings and, of 
course, his past record. But Mr. Silver- 
man, most wisely many people think, 
did not link his decision with Germany's 
anti-Jewish acts during the war. He did 
mention his visit .to the Buchenwald 
concentration camp immediately after the 
war, but pointed out that this did not 
make him an anti-German. Even during 
the war, he recalled, he had refused to 
regard the German. people as. consisting 
of 50,000,000 Hitlers. 
However strong this argument might 
have appeared—and his speech made a 
very great impression on the House—it 
did not constitute a sufficiently convincing 
case for the Shadow Cabinet to take into 


account Mr. Silverman’s convictions as a 


Jew and accord to him a more lenient 
attitude than to the other rebels. This 
they might have done, it is believed, if 
he had based his opposition to the Party 
decision on his origin. : 

The silence of the other Jewish M.P.s 
in the House in this historic debate has, 
of course, been commented upon and 
there has been a good deal of question- 
ing. The -explanation that they are 


meinbers of a political party and must | 


abide by party rules and discipline is not 
accepted everywhere, Politics and con- 
science sometimes. conflict.

REFUGEES SENTENCED IN

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UNITED SYNAGOGUE AND LONDON BOARD SALVAGE WORK AT 
Mr. S. Levin’s Statement 


The following statement, in reply to 
the one read by Mr. Ewen Montagu at 
the United Synagogue Council meeting 
on Monday evening, has been issued 
by Mr. S. S. Levin, Chairman of the 
London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education : 


The statement made by Mr. Ewen. 


Montagu regarding the fimancing of 
religious education is regrettably tenden- 
tious. It followed cofrespondence and an 
interview between the Hon. Officers of the 
United Synagogue and of the London 
Board. 
had requested the restoration of the 8+ 
per cent tax in accordance with the pledge 
given by the late Mr. Frank Samuel. They 
indicated the grave unbalance in the 
Board's accounts. Costs everywhere had 
risen, but in the case also of the Board 
the roll of pupils had increased from 
8,000 when the Board was formed in 1946 
to 14,000 today. The number of teachers 
had risen by nearly 100. The Hon. Officers 
of the Board have also met the Hon. 
Officers of the Federation of Synagogues 
and requested thém to raise further 
finance for religious education. 
Education 

This is not the first crisis in the history 
of the London Board. lt will be recalled 
that the terms of the resolution estab- 
hshing the education tax stated “ that the 
procecds of the new. religious education 
tax be paid over to the new London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education.” That, 
however, had not been done. Actually, in 
the year 1948, notwithstanding the 
balance in the United Synagogue of about 
£25,000, financial crisis within the 
Board was allowed to develop, result- 
ing in the dismissal of. irreplaceable 
teachers and in financial retrenchment. . 


In. May, 1951, the United Synagogue — 


Council, on the recommendation of. its 
Honorary Officers, in the belief that the 
services of the Board could be maintained 
and even improved from available finances, 
agreed to a reduction of. the educa- 
tion rate from 334 per cent to 25 per cent. 
Members of the United Synagogue never- 
theless continued to pay the full 334 per 
cent, It is still not generally understood 
that the remaining 8{ per cent, voted 
originally for religious education, was 
laced to the ordinary purposes of the 
United Synagogue. 
_. At that time there had accumulated in 
the United Synagogue the sum of £54,000, 
moneys which over a period of years had 


he Hon. Officers of the Board 


not been paid to the Board. From the 
time of the reduction of the tax, rising 
costs, increased salaries of teachers, and 
increased services resulted in an ever- 
increasing unbalance of the Board's 
accounts, which were adjusied from time 
to time by calling on the unpaid reserve 
in the United Synagogue. This year the 
expenditure of the Board may well-exceed 
its ordinary income by some £10,000, so 
that the exhaustion of the reserve is a 
certainty within the near future. 

Objection is taken to the fact that Mr. 
Montagu did not see fit to bring the state- 
ment to the notice of the Board, although 
the parties were apparently still in com- 
munication on the subject of the tax. The 
statement, moreover, was not submitted 
to the Executive of the United Synagogue, 
nor was discussion permitted at the 
Council meeting. 


The Board’s Income 


Exception is taken to the fact that it 
seeks to give the impression that the 
Board’s income from the United Syna- 
gogue for 1953 was £59,837. In fact the 
income. from taxation for that year was 
£48,475, and from tombstone tax £3,362. 
The difference of £8,000 was made up by 


drawing on the reserve, which is, of course, 


income from previous years not paid over 
to the London Board. , 
Exception is also taken to the fact that 


the statement made no reference to the 


solemn pledge of the late Mr, Frank 
Samucl that the tax would he restored 
when required. This was an important 


- feature of the correspondence and inter- 


view with the Hon. Officers of the United 
Synagogue and. thercfore could hardly 
have escaped the attention of Mr. 
Montagu. 

The imposition of the tax for education 
is no mere domestic matter of the United 
Synagogue. It -was the result of a solemn 
pact entered into with the community and 
with the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Joseph 
Hertz. In dealing with this at the finan- 
cial session of the Communal Conference 
on the Reconstraction of Jewish Educa- 
tion, November 24, 1945, the late Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen said “the United 
Synagogue would be compelled to increase 
the synagogue contribution by 334 per 
cent to implement the plans for educa- 
tion.”” He further said, in moving the 
taxation resolution at the United Syna- 
gogue Council in February, 1946, “ that 
it was in strict continuity with the tradi-

WIENER LIBRARY 
Communal Aid Sought 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Wiener Library, Manchester 
Square, London, W.1, is engaged on 
an important project of salvage and 
research. The Conference of Jewish 
Material Claims Against Germany has 
allocated finances for this purpose. 

Dr. Alfred Wiener, Director of the 
Library, and Dr. Eva G. Reichmann, 
Director of the Research Department, 
told me in an interview that the alloca- 
tion would be utilised first “to salvage 
our own material which is in danger 
of rusting and rotting in unsuitable 
premises, and secondly to salvage per- 
sonal documents and other material from 
those who survived the Nazi holocaust.” 
It will -be recalled that the Wiener 
Library was of great assistance in furnish- 
ing evidence at the Nuremberg trials. 
As a result it obtained considerable 
evidence—both that which was used at 
the trials, and unused and unpublished 
material, all of which, they told me, was 
being sorted out and catalogued. 

The Director and his colleague stressed 


the importance of collaboration by the 


community to assist the Library in its 
salvage work.

Legality of 2d. Fee Increase Challenged

At a heated unofficial meeting 
attended by some forty members of 
the Council of the Federation of 
Synagogues, about one-tenth of the 
total Council membership, on Thurs- 
dav of last week, it was resolved by 
17 votes to three “to challenge the 
legality ” of the decision taken by the 
General Council to imerease by 2d. 
the weekly membership contribution 
to the Federation’s Burial Society. 
The Council's decision, carried at a 
stormy meeting on September 13, was 
to have come into effect on October 
3]. and a circular jn that connection 
was sent out by the Executive Direc- 
tor, Mr. Julius Jung, on October 15. 


Unofficial Group’s Action 


However, an unofficial group, which 
includes several former Presidents of the 
Federation and calls itself ** Members 
of the Council,” questioned the legality 
of the procedure by which the increase 
had been.carried through. At a gathering 
held on October 25 at the Vine Court 
Synagogue, London, E., 25 signatures of 
Council members 
minimum number required by the Con- 
stitution—to requisition a meeting of the 
Council. It will be. recalled. that that 
meeting was closed by the President of 
the Federation, Mr. M. Lederman, only 
a minute after it had begun, the President 
stating that he had received a_ letter 
(which he read out) from Mr. I. Miller, 
President of the Philpot Street Great 
Synagogue, who denied either having 
himself signed the document requisition- 
ing the meeting or having authorised 
anyone else to append his signature to it. 

Last week's theeting, held again at the 
Vine Court Synagogue, was called—by 
printed invitations from “ Members of 
the Council protest against the 
closure .of the reqisitioned meeting as 


were collected—the 


well as against the “ illegality” of the 
2d. increase. It was stated that since 
the increase: had not been “ properly ” 
carried some synagogues would refuse 
to authorise the collection of the two- 
penny fee, and that. before the Federation 
asked for more money it must put its 
own house in order and cut unnecessary 
expenditure, estimated by some of the 
speakers at about £8,000. 

Mr. M. Cooper, who presided, said 
that even. if there was some misunder- 
Standing about the signature of Mr. 
Miller, the President should not have dis- 
solved the meeting. The President. he 
declared, ~had noi received any letter 
from Mr. Miller. 
In a personal statement Mr. Miller 
Said that in fact he had not 
written to the President. What happened 
was that Mr. Lederman had given him 
to sign a prepared document stating. that 
the signature on the original document 
had not been his [Mr. Miller's]. He 
added ‘that he had left the mecting before 
the signatures had been collected. But 
he was against the 2d. increase. 


An Accusation 


Mr. I. Grossman declared: ‘I put 
Miller’s name down on the list. I wrote 
his name but did not sign for him.’ Mr. 
Grossman added that they wanted not to 
fight the Federation but to see its prestige 
restored. 
Mr. §$. Cohen accused the organisers 


of the meeting of denigrating the Hon. 


Officers of the Federation in order to 
be able to replace them at the next

Mr. Cooper declared that the aim of

Disputed Will 


The case, which lasted seven days, was 
heard recently, Mr, Hassan representing 
the executors, and Mr, F. Ashe Lincoln, 
Q.C. (who was enrolled as'a member of 
the Gibraltar Bar, as required by law, to 
appear in the suit), appearing for Mr. 
Marrache. After deliberating for over 
three hours, the jury, by seven votes to 
two, held that the iptest will was valid. 
It is understood that the executors are 
considering ledging an appeal. 

Mr. Hassan, who, when he left Gib- 

raltar last week, was seen off by the 
Governor, “headed “a” three-member 
delegation (one of whom is Mr. A. W. 
Serfaty, J.P., also an elected. member of 
the Legislative Council and a Jew) to 
Place before the British Government the 
View of the people of Gibraltar on rela- 
tions with Spain and especially the diffi- 
culties confronting the Caen as a result 
of the policy of the Franco Government.

PARIS MEMORIAL TO 
JEWISH MARTYRS © 


Building to be Resumed 
in Near Future

The building of the monument in 
Paris to commemorate the known and 


unknown Jewish martyrs and fighters. 


from 1933 to 1945—the foundation- 


stone of which was laid more than a- 


year ago—is to be resumed in the near 
future, Mr. Isaac Schneersobn, the 
initiator of the project, announced in 
London last week. 

The whole structure. built on a site in 
the Jewish quarter, freely given by the 
Municipality of Paris, will contain the 
Tomb of the Unknown Jewish Martyr 
and a large building housing the archives, 
library, museum, and offices of the 


Centre of Documentation for Contempor- 


ary Jewish Historical Records, of which 

Mr. Schneersohn is the President. 
Addressing a meeting organised jointly 

by the British Commitices for the Centre 


and for the Erection of the Tomb, at the - 


Hammer Theatre in Wardour Street, Mr. 
Schneersohn stated that their Paris col- 
lections contained 400,000 original Ger- 
man documents and 4.500 books, some of 
them very rare—all relating to the period 
of Nazi persecution. 


Staff's Devotion 


Mr. Cecil Roth, paying a tribute to 
the organisation and comprehensiveness 
of the Centre and to the devotion of its 
staff, said that the collection, classifica- 
tion, and publication of . documents, 
records. and books relating to that “ all- 
important and dark period”? were invalu- 
able. They were all sure to have a great 
repercussion. on the historiography of the 
future, Mr. Roth declared. 

Introducing the film showing the 
ceremony of laying the foundation-stone 
of the monument in Paris, Mr: J. 
Shindler, Treasurer of the British Section 
of the World Commitice for the Erection 
of the Tomb to the Unknown Jewish 
Martyr, stated that £2,500 had been so 
in this 
country. Referring to the now so-called 
“martyrdom” of people hke Von 
Neurath. Mr. Shindler said that when 
the Yizkor Book—the Book of Remem- 
brance—-which is to contain all the names 
of the Jews that perished in the Nazi 
holocaust—-was completed. by _ the 
Centre, in association with Yad V’Shem 
in Jerusalem, it would bear irrefutable 
testimony regarding the real martyrs. 

The film, “ Lest We Forget,”’ with an 
excellent English commentary, proved 
deeply moving, for it showed the solemn 
ceremony in Paris on the background of 
authentic pictures of the events that the 
monument and tomb are to commemorate. 

Dr. J. Machover presided and Mr. J. 
Lefiwich concluded the proceedings. 


POLITICAL NOTES 


THE CASE OF MR. 
SILVERMAN

There is general sympathy in the 
House of Commons, as there is no 
doubt outside, with Mr, Sydney Silver- 
man. With six other members of the 
Labour Party he defied instructions to 
abstain from voting in the Commons 
debate on German rearmament last 
week. The Parliamentary Party's 
decision, albeit by a small majority, to 
support the Shadow Cabinet's recom- 
mendation to withdraw the Whip from 
him and the other rebels places him. 
SO to speak, outside the Parliamentary 
group of the Labour Party. 

For Mr, Silverman this must have been 
a very serious decision to take. He was 
the only Jewish M.P. to speak out. on 
the German rearmament issue with 
force and conviction and to take the risk 
of being expelled from the Labour Party. 
of which he has been a member for 40 
years, 


Visit to Buchenwald 


Normally, when a breach of Party 
principle has been committed by a mem- 
ber, the Party Executive takes into con- 
sideration his religious feelings and, of 
course, his past record. But Mr, Silver- 
man, most wisely many people think, 
did not link his decision with Germany's 
anti-Jewish acts during the war. He did 
mention his visit to the Buchenwald 
concentration camp immediately after the 
war, but pointed out that this did not 
make him an anti-German. Even during 


the war, he recalled, he had refused to © 


regard the German people as consisting 
of 50,000,000 Hitlers. 

However strong this argumént might 
have -appeared—and his speech made a 
very great impression on the House—it 
did not constitute a sufficiently convincing. 
case for the Shadow Cabinet to take into 
account Mr, Silverman’s convictions as a 
Jew and accord to him a more. lenient 
attitude than to the other rebels, This 
they might have done, it is. believed, ‘if 
he had based his opposition to the Party 
decision on his origin. 

The silence of the other Jewish M.P.s 
in the House in this historic debate has. 


. Of course, been commented upon and 


there has been a good déal of question- 
ing. The explanation that they are 
members of a political party and must 
abide by party rules and‘ discipline is not 
accepted everywhere, Politics and con- 
science sometimes conflict.

The Council of the Federation of 
Synagogues. of ._ the Transvaal has 
unanimously decided not to accept the 
resignation of Dr. Louis: Rabinowitz, 
the Chief Rabbi of the United Hebrew 
Congregation of Johannesburg, who 
recently. announced. that: he. would 
settle in Israel on his 50th birthday, 
1956. 

At special meeting. the Council 
appealed to Rabbi Rabinowitz to with- 
draw his resignation “for the good. of 
the community in general and of the 
Orthodox community in: particular.” 

While appreciating Rabbi Rabinowitz’s

JEWISH PUPILS AT A 
GRAMMAR SCHOOL 


Apparent Contradiction 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—There seems to be a general 
inconsistency running through Mr. 
W. Maynard Potts’s article on 

“ Jewish Pupils in a County Grammar 
School.” On the one hand, he is 
anxious to discourage all differentia- 
tion between —* and non-Jewish 
pupils, except in feligious matters ; 
and yet, on the other hand, he is him- 
self apparently unable to cease regard- 
ing his pupils as divided in evety 
respect into two separate and poten- 
tially hostile groups. 

This contradiction is specially evident 
where he writes of certain forms in the 
school which now contain a “ Jewish 
majority ” which is in danger of abusing 
its power over a “Christian 
minority.” He does not at all make 
clear what is the nature of this “ power, 
but goes on to imply that it carnes with 
it “the seeds of antisemitic feeling.” 

If it is, indeed, the case that Jewish 
‘ predominance in certain school forms can 
itself arouse resentment, even when_ the 


Jewish pupils in the school as a whole | 
care outnumbered by two to one, Mr. 


Potts’s. commendable policy of equal 
treatment . would seem to have fallen 
short of its purpose. For it is surely 
most unfair to suggest, as he does, that 
the Jewish pupils who happen to form 
numerical. majority in.a form are them- 
Selves largely or solely responsible for a 
situation which, in reality, arises from the 
fact that he has not yet managed to bring 
home to all his pupils his own fine con- 
ception of considering each individual 
according to his or her own merits.

THE ENGLISH JURY 
SYSTEM 


Is Unanimity Desirable ? 
To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The Lord Chief Justice (Lord 
Goddard) has spoken recently about 
the requirement that English criminal 
juries’. verdicts must be unanimous. 
His criticism and observations con- 
cerning the English jury system have 
aroused much discussion in the genera! 
press. 

A good many cited in. support.a recent 
case which lasted 16 days, and the jury 
failed to agree. The judge naturally dis- 
euarers them and ordered .a new trial. 

Needless to say, much time was wasted 
and enormous cost incurred. 

This procedure reminds me of the fol- 
ancient Jewish law: 


“If a Sanhedrin (Supreme 
Court), when. trying a capital crime, 
arrives at a unanimous verdict of guilty, 
the prisoner is to be discharged, as he 
may be the victim of prejudice based on 
a point raised by a witness before the 
jury ” (Sanhedrin 17a). 

Reflection on this point makes us 
wonder whether a majority verdict is 
not more logical than a unanimous once. 
It is by debating and discussing that the 
truth comes out victorious.

Clarification Urged 


To the Editor of Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—There will be considerable 
sympathy with the views expressed by 
Professor Norman Bentwich, in your 
issue of November 12, in regard to 
the distribution of the funds of the 
Jewish Restitution Successor Organisa- 
tion (Irso) and of the Jewish Trust 
Corporation, British and French 
branches. 

Irso has already distributed more than 
$25,000,000, almdést exclusively to the 
Jewish Agency and the Joint Distribution 
Committee, although both these bodies 
are constantly raising enormous. sums the 
world over. The Jewish Trust Corpora- 


.tion, a smaller and more recent body, 


has similarly allotted 75 per cent of its 
income. to the Jewish Agency and to the 
“ Joint ’’: why funds accruing from the 


British Zone of Germany should be 


diverted to the American “ Joint’”’ is still 


unclear. — Similarly, why the Agenc 
Should inherit in this matter the Jewis 
heirless properties in Germany, British 


and American Zones, also requires clari- . 


fication. To this date neither the Irso 


- nor the Trust Corporation have made any 


grants for purposes of a religious or cul- 
tural character. Professor. Bentwich 


rightly refers to the fact that “‘ the Ger- 


man Jewish community developed institu- 
tions of Jewish learning,” one might have 
added the enormous properties of the 


Jewish communities, synagogues, yeshivot, 
schools, and even cemeteries, the proceeds 
of which are being disposed in this 
high-handed manner. 

- But Professor Bentwich might also have 
referred to the-agreement between the 
Claims Conference and_ the Israeli 
authorities, by virtue of which some 16 per 
cent of the Israeli income of reparations 
should have been used for different Jewish 


bodies working in Israel. 


The Israeli Government appointed the 
Jewish Agency as its representative in 
this matter, And the Jewish Agency, 
once again, after distributing trivial sums, 
has allocated the whole remainder to 
itself. Thus organisations not associated 
with Agency activities are barred from 
the Irso, from the Claims Conference 
allocations in Israel, and to this date the 
attitude of the Jewish Trust Corporation 
is still unclear. 

Rehabilitation should not exclude 
spiritual, religious, and educational work. 
The Hebrew University may, indeed, have 
a claim. But the yeshivot and Torah 
institutions struggling against superhuman 
odds should not be overlooked. Professor 
Bentwich is right in saying “ that this is 
a matter on which Jewish public opinion 
should be enlightened.” Jewish 
world should know that untold millions 
are here involved. The whole story of 
reparations and restitution requires very 
considerable clarification.

THE ZIONIST CONFERENCE IN BRUSSELS 


Policy of “ Neutrality ” 
To the Edior of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sm.—As the only General Zionist 
from this country present at this con- 
ference | should like to supplement 
the excellent report of your corre- 
spondent, and perhaps throw further 
light on the reasons for the total 
and shameful defeat of our Zionist 
Federation. 

Our Federation, as is well known, 
claims to be strictly neutral as between 
the divergent policies of the Progressive 
and the General Zionist parties in Israel, 
The delegates from the other European 
countries found no difficulty in pene- 
trang this transparent mask. They knew 
that supporters of General Zionism had 
tnumphed in 
North and South America, and in other 
countries, that only the Zionist 
Federation of Britain and a small fraction 


of French Zionists still supported the - 


dying Progressive party.: 

The argument for so-called “ neutral- 
which was. put forward by the 
British delegates as being equivalent to 
Zionism without parjies failed to con- 
vince the delegates from other countries, 
They were fully informed about. the 
strong. bias against General Zionism 
' shown by those in control of our Federa- 
tion in, for example, ignoring and boy- 
cotting General Zionist. leaders and 
ministers from Israel. during their stay in 


London, although these same leaders were - 


acclaimed and honoured in other coun- 
tries by Jews and non-Jews alike. It was 
also realised that the reason for 
clinging to the so-called “ neutrality ” 


was the fear of the retribution which’ 


would fall upon them if the Federation 
openly advocated support of a party 
which had voted. against the Jewish 
marriage laws and against the restriction 
of pig-breeding. Moreover, the remaining 
four Progressive members in the Knesset 
(against 23 for the General Zionists) were 
split on the question of merging with the 
General Zionists as strongly advocated hy 
their own leaders, Dr. Israel Goldstein 
and Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 

Our Federation, finding itself. com- 
pletely isolated from European and World 
Ziomsm. tried a smart manecuvre at 
Brussels. A proposal’ was made by Mr.

seemed ajtsactive, but any lingering 
doubts as to the real motives behind the

Barnet( Janner, to the effect that the pro- 
posed London centre should become av 
third force qualified to teach Zionism to 
America and Israel. 

When this manoeuvre became clear, the 
conference, led by genuine General 
Zionists from Europe, indignantly rejected 
tt. This saved European Zionism from 
isolauon and from the dictatorship of 
Great Russell Street, which, according to 
a recent statement of a prominent leader 
of the United Synagogue, is flouting 
public opinion to an extent unprecedented 
in the whole history of Anglo-Jewry.

CLOTHING FOR ISRAEL CHILDREN 


Your many readers who remember the 
recent F.J.R.O. Supplement (published m 


your issue of October 15) will be moved © 


to concern by the following cxcerpt from 
the latest report from Mrs. Shoshana 
Persitz which we have just reccived here. 
The Israeli Ministry of Educaiion, she 
writes, has approached her as the head 
of the Israeli Committee of the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Relief Organisations to 
ask the Federation to undertake respon- 
sibility for providing clothing and shoes 
for school children on a far larger scale 
than in previous years. More than 
30,000 children, she reports, were unable 
to attend school or kindergarten in 1953 
to 1954 because they had no shoes or 
clothing. The Ministry of Education 
fears that the number will be even larger 
this year. “Letters with requests for 
shoes and clothing are pouring in daily.” 
Mrs. Persitz states. “* We have not suffi- 
cient to be able ito supply all the demands 
from the District Education Offices. We 


are particularly short of shoes for school- 


children. The need is urgent because 
of the cold and. rain of the winter 
season.” The attention of your readers is 
drawn to this urgent. need, and to ask 
them that whatever they can spare in the 
way of shoes or clothing for school- 
children in. Israel should be sent in 
quickly to the F.J.R.O. depot, at the 
address below —J. M. MacHover, Chasr- 
man, 131 Elgin Avenue, London, W.9.

§IR WINSTON 
CHURCHILL 


ON Tuesday next, November 30, Sir 


WINSTON CHURCHILL will celebrate his 80th 
birthday. . This is an occasion when his 
fellow-citizens of all parties and creeds, 
together with all friends of freedom through- 
out the world, will be eager to offer their 
felicitations and good wishes to Britain’s 
illustrious Prime Minister. Amid these 
universal acclamations none can be warmer 
er more heartfelt than those of Jewry. In 
the Jewish calendar, today marks the begin- 
ning of the month of Kislev, which is 
always associated with the commemoration 
of the glorious victory of the heroic Macca- 


bees over the forces of pagan barbarism and 


totalitarian tyranny. We have seen this 
miraculous deliverance of 21 centuries ago 
repeated in our own times, when_ the 
spiritual values of human civilisation were 
again, in the mercies of Divine Providence, 


saved from extinction. The light of religious 


faith sustained Britain’s war-time leader in 
the desperate struggle that was waged by this 
country and its allies against the powers of 
evil. Just 13 years ago he addressed to THE 


JEWISH CHRONICLE, on the occasion of its 
centenary, a never-to-be-forgotten: message. 


In those dark November days of 1941 this 


message brought hope and good cheer to 
the Jewish people in this and other lands: 
*“ Assuredly in the days of victory the Jew’s 
‘sufferings and his part in the struggle will . 


not be forgotten. Once again, at the 
appointed time, he will see vindicated those 
principles of righteousness which it was the 
glory of his fathers to proclaim to the world. 
Once again it will be shown that though 
the mills of God grind slowly, yet they grind 
small.” This and succeeding 
generations will ever remember with grati- 
tude the inestimable debt that is owed to 
his inspiring leadership on the perilous 
course that led to final deliverance from the 
vile abominations of Nazism. 


Moreover, throughout his long and dis- - 


tinguished political career Sir WINSTON has 
consistently shown himself, in his own 
proudly proclaimed words, “an unfaltering 
Zionist and one who has always had the 
interests of the Jewish people at heart.” 
While his policy on particular issues has at 
different times met with Jewish. opposition, 


his tireless championship of the general. 


cause of Jewry for over half a century must 
receive our deepest appreciation. Fifty years 
ago, in 1904, the young Member of Parlia- 


ment was expressing his opposition to the 


anti-alien legislation that was. then being 
promoted. At least as long ago as 1908 


he was eloquently declaring his Zionist 


sympathies. But sympathy for Zionism did 
not mean he was uncritical, and it may be 
recalled that in September, 1937, he expressed 
his strong opposition to the Partition scheme 
in an exclusive article in THE JEWISH 


CHRONICLE. To come down to more recent 


times, he was again giving expression to his 
Zionist faith when, as Prime Minister, he 
uttered these words in the House of Commons 
last year: “I earnestly pray that the great 
Zionist conception of a home for this historic 
people, where they live on the land of their 
ancestors, may eventually receive its full 
fruition.” And early this month, on the 
anniversary of the Balfour Declaration, he 
sent this message to the WEIZMANN memorial 
meeting at Rehovot: “Chaim Weizmann 
and I were friends for many years and I 


always admired ‘his patience and resolute 


resistance to violence and extremism. The 
State of Israel, which his vision and tenacity 
did so much to create, is still confronted by 
many difficulties. _But it may rely on us to 
do all we can to contribute to the peace and 
prosperity of the Middle East.” And finally, 
this very week Sir WINSTON has allowed his 
name to be linked permanently with the new 
buildings of the Technion at Haifa; the 
message he sent on the occasion to the 
British Committee for the Technion is 
reported elsewhere in this issue. 


It must occasion rightful pride to Jewry 
that one who has himself contributed so 


magnificently to the making and writing of 
history should have felt constrained to use 
these words: “ The thought, the inspiration, 
and the culture of the Jews has been one 
of the vital dominants in world history.” In 
the imagery of the Hebrew Psalmist, this 
honoured leader and elder statesman, now 
that he has reached the venerable age of 
four score years, still enjoys the vigorous 
strength of a palm-tree or a cedar in 


Lebanon. . We pray that, with the blessing 


of the Almighty, he may be long spared to 


his countrymen and to the world. 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE 
PROBLEMS | 


THE meeting of the Council of the United 


Synagogue, which is reported elsewhere in 
this issue, took an unexpected turn. A 
prepared statement was delivered by the 
President, Mr. Ewen MontaGu, and copies 


were later sent to members, though it was 
not avowedly addressed to any specific pur- — 


pose, nor circulated in advance, nor allowed 


to be the subject of debate. The effect of the © 


statement was to draw attention to what the 
Honorary Officers consider to be the “ very 


_ serious financial problems” which confront 
the United Synagogue, though without pre- 
senting the detailed findings which might 


enable those outside their circle to confirm 


(or deny) their diagnosis or suggest a remedy. 


Without doubt it has been to, the advantage 
of the Anglo-Jewish community’ that the 
affairs of the United Synagogue have been 


directed by men who take the long-term view ; 
and any who might be tempted to. chafe at 


what they consider to be rigidity should take 


heed of the results of the looser financial and 


administrative practices tolerated elsewhere. 

Apart from the pooling of resources, 
whereby the wealthier synagogues shoulder 
the burdens of the less affluent, two cardinal 
features of the financial system of the United 
Synagogue are, first, that a proportion of the 
individual member’s contribution is dedicated 


to the upkeep of the community’s central 


religious institutions, and, secondly, that the 


game source provides a large proportion of 


the United Synagogue’s capital requirements. 
Part of Mr. MontTaGu’s statement dealt with 
the difficulty of financing building schemes in 


~ view of the exhaustion of the liquid assets 


available for loans. Obviously the recon- 
sideration of projects already sanctioned is 
being foreshadowed. | 

‘Mr. MonTAGU dwelt briefly on the difficul- 
ties attendant upon granting officials increases 
in their emoluments, but controversy will 
fasten on the concluding part of his state- 


ment, to which the earlier parts may have 


been a “ build-up,” in which he pronounced 


on the financing of Jewish religious educa- 
tion. Indeed, controversy has lost no time in 


flaring up, as will be seen from the comments 
made at the meeting and the statement 


— subsequently issued by the Chairman of the 


London Board for Jewish Religious Educa- 
tion, Mr.\S. S. Levin. There must be con- 
siderable sympathy for the view, made clear 


Mr. MontraGu, that the members of the 


United Synagogue, by comparison with mem- 
bers of other organisations, are called upon to 
shoulder too great a proportion of the cost of 
maintaining essential religious institutions, 
and it would be grossly unfair were new con- 


gregations to be formed which remained © 
outside the United Synagogue in order to 
escape these burdens while relying on the — 
members of the United Synagogue, particu- | 


larly through its Religious Education Rate, to 
provide these services. 
surely be to induce the other bodies to pay a 
fair share. 

Mr. MontaGcu and his colleagues would 
have been making a statesmanlike contribu- 
tion to the solution of an admitted difficulty 
had he indicated an intention to get all the 
parties together with a view to securing an 
equitable division of the burden. Instead 
they seem to have raised a barrier against the 


London Board, whose tenor is indicated by° 


Mr. MONTAGU’S opening that “ the Honorary 
Officers have received a demand [from the 
London Board] for a still greater contribution 


from our members,” when what the London. 


Board is seeking is the payment in full of the 
one-third rate which the United Synagogue 
members have been paying since 1946. 
Arguments are developing over the figures 
that have been given. It is incontestable that 
on February 26, 1946, the Council of the 
United Synagogue unanimously resolved that 


a rate of 334 per cent of membership contribu- | 


tions be levied “ and that the proceeds. . . be 
paid over to the new London Board... .” 


The aim should | 


of solemn remembrance. 


Estimates framed previously reckoned on a 
United Synagogue contribution of £30,000, 
but as the Religious Education Rate yielded 
more, the United Synagogue did not pay over 
the whole but accumulated in its own hands 
the sum of £54,000, Then on May 1, 1951, the 
Council decided that, while the rate should 
remain at one-third, the amount payable to 
the London Board be reduced to one-quarter, 
that payment being supplemented by grants 
from the reserve. Mr. Montacu rightly 
claims that the contributions paid by the 


United Synagogue greatly exceed the sum of 


£30,000 estimated in 1945 ; but the number of 
children has risen from 8,000 in 1946 to 


14,000 today, and the inflationary spiral has 


greatly increased the cost of educating each 
child. It is niggardly to hark back to the old 
figure of £30,000. We hope that it will not be 
the last word of so influential a group of men 
as the Honorary Officers of the United 
Synagogue. 


AN-ACT OF PIRACY 


Tue decision of the Mixed Armistice — 


Commission on the Bat Galim—the Israeli 
‘ship detained by Egypt at the Suez Canal 
over three months ago—was a complete 


rejection of Egypt’s charges and a vindica- | 


tion of Israel’s position. The Commission 
found that the Israeli crew did not fire on 
Egyptian fishermen, a fact which the Egyp- 
tian delegates tacitly admitted. The Egyp- 
tians did not repeat their earlier contention 
about the shooting, which, after careful 
investigation by representatives of the Mixed 


Armistice Commission, turned out to be—as | 


has so often been the case with other Egyptian 


charges against Israel—a complete fabrica- 
Moreover, emphasising the injustice 


tion. 
against Israel, the Chairman of the Commis- 
sion called on Egypt to release the Bat Galim 


and its crew, as their detention constitutes a- 


violation of international usage and practice. 
The issue is now again before the Security 


Council, where the Israeli Government feels — 


that its patience with regard to Egyptian 


obstruction and prevarication has already 


been most severely tested. But whatever the 
decision of the Security Council, it is clear 
that Egypt’s continued detention of the 
Israeli crew, and its treatment of them as 
prisoners, especially after the unambiguous 
ruling of the Mixed Armistice Commission, 
is an uncivilised act of piracy, against which 
the strongest possible protest must be made. 


-PARADE—OR REUNION ? 


Tue Association of Jewish Ex-Service Men 


and Women is to be congratulated on the — 


effective arrangements which it made to 
ensure the successful organisation of the 
recent Annual National Remembrance 
Parade and Service at the Horse Guards 
Parade. The proceedings were conducted 
with the usual efficiency from start to finish. 
Fortunately, also, the weather—which is far 
from being a reliable factor in the month of 
November—co-operated to the fullest extent. 
Notwithstanding these favourable. circum- 
stances, however, the number of those on 
parade was only something over 3,000. This 


comparative paucity of numbers reflects the’ 


decline that has been such a_ noticeable 
feature of the parade of recent years. Once 


again we would urge the organisers to con- 
sider whether the time has not now arrived 
to modify the form of.this commemoration, 


concentrating perhaps on the reunion which 
is held elsewhere later in the day. While 


reunions are a continuing and popular. 


feature everywhere, there would seem to be 


no valid reason for this special Jewish . 
parade, which is of a kind that is maintained 


by no other religious community in this 
country. In the Metropolis and through- 
out the whole country, Jews participate 
together with their fellow-citizens of other 
creeds in the celebrations held to honour the 
memory of the fallen. 
representatives or contingents take part in 
these ceremonies. It is also usual to hold 
prayers and ceremonies of remembrance in 
synagogues, which are sometimes attended 
by the civic and other representatives. All 
these are right and proper ways of sharing 
with our fellow-citizens in the national act 
It seems doubtful 
whether there is any wish on the part of 
the majority of Jewish ex-Service men and 
women throughout the country to continue 
this particular ceremony at the Horse Guards 
Parade. The organisers would be well 
advised not to run the risk of allowing it 
to peter out in a manner unbecoming to the

abominations that were going on beyond the 
barbed-wire fences.

inside Auschwitz, dedicated himself eritirely to 
finding out the hideous truth and making: it 
known. Helped by some of his comrades, he 


established contact with the doomed. Jews, 


equipped some of them to commit acts of 


sabotage which would at least enable them to. 


hit back at their murderers, and eventually, by 
means of an ingenious and perilous ruse, 


‘organised the escape of some four hundred 
prisoners from the extermination camp. Some — 


of us. understandably, shrink from being 
reminded of the horrors which Charles Coward 
saw. Now, of all times, it would be a crime 
to forget them. Moreover, this is a book we 
can read without despairing, for while there are 
men like Coward there is hope for mankind.

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SIR WINSTON CHURCHILL AND THE JEWS 


af LMOST continuously in my 
A political life I have been on 
friendly, pleasant relations 
with the Jewish community ” is one 
of many similar statements uttered 
by Sir Winston Churchill during the 
half-century since he began his 
political activities in 1900. Viewing 
on the eve of his 80th birthday the 
long and brilliant passage of his 
public life, its ups and downs, its 
fears and joys, its responsibilities 
and burdens, one cannot but arrive 
at the conclusion that in regard to 
his relations with Jewry he was, 
more than many other great men, 
consistent in his attitude to this, to 
quote his words, “ most formidable 
and most remarkable race which 


‘has ever appeared in the world.” 


Early Impressions 


In his paternal home and_ early 
environment, which usually leave in- 
eradicable impressions on a_ child’s 
mind, he found no antagonism against 
Jewry or Judaism; on the contrary 
in many respects he was led to admire 
men like the “Jew: Prime Minister” 
Lord Beaconsfield, Sir Ernest Cassel, 
Lord Rothschild, and so on. 

Mr. Churchill encountered the real 
Jewish problems for the first time at 
a critical period of his life. It was 
just at the time when he was changing 
over from: the Conservatives to the 
Liberals that Arthur James Balfour’s 
Cabinet submitted to Parliament the 
Aliens Bill 1904, which was to regu- 
larise the admission of aliens to 
Britain. It was during the debate on 
this Bill that Mr. Churchill first spoke 
from the Opposition benches. He 
attacked it fiercely, not only for its 
inhuman provisions but also for its 
antisemitic nature. It was mostly 


thanks to his enduring struggle that 


this Bill was officially withdrawn. 


A year later, a new Bill was intro- | 


duced by the Government which con- 


tained considerable improvements on 


the earlier, and Mr. Churchill again 
had a great part in shaping these 


improvements. 


In the course of the debate on the 
Bill, as well as in subsequent years, 
Mr. Churchill was frequently attacked 
by his opponents for having “ fought 
the battle of the Jews,” but, disregard- 
ing such jnsinuations, he continued to 
assist with regard to legislation which 
in one way or another affected the life 
of the Jews in Britain, as, for instance,

In 1911 he encountered another 
form of Jewish 
reality. As Home 
Secretary, he was 
confronted with the 
responsibility for 
handling anti- 
Jewish outbreaks 
during the course 
of a coal strike in 
South Wales.

When Hitler and 
his Government 
instituted the whole- 
sale Jewish persecution in Germany, 
few realised the real trend and purpose 
of all that brutality. When, however, 
the persecution of the Catholic priest- 
hood and Protestant clergy began and 
a “new Germanic religion” was 
created, it became clear to some obser- 
vers that anti-Judaism had been chosen 
only as the starting point of a move- 
ment aiming at the destruction of all 
other religions and ethical values, and 
consequently of civilisation as a whole. 
Mr. Churchill at first also regarded 
Nazi antisemitism as an_ internal 
German affair, but, earlier than many 
important leaders, he listened intently 
and with a discerning ear to this 
tumult of German national god- 
destruction and he did his best to 
warn the world. 

The most important place in Sir 
Winston's life story with regard to its 
Jewish part is occupied by his attitude 
towards Zionism.

Mr. Churchill at first was an 
adherent to the conception that aimed 
at a Jewish settlement within the 
British Empire. But after a visit to 


Africa in 1908 he returned to Britain 
and confessed his belief in the Zionist 
conception in a letter addressed to the 
Chairman of the Zionist Conference. 

This was his first confession of faith 
in Zionism, and, in his own words, he 
has remained “a faithful Zionist to 
this day.” 

It was in 1921 that, as the newly 
appointed Colonial Secretary, he was 
confronted with unrest in the whole 
Near Eastern area, which arose.after 
the First World War, owing to the 
diverse, often contradictory, pledges 
given to various Arab leaders, as well 
as the additional delimitations of the 
various spheres of influence by the 
Great Powers, Mr, Churchill decided 
to repair the injustice done the 
Arabs on the part of Britain and 
called a conference jn Cairo, as a 
result of which subsequently the 
regional arrangement of that area 
was modified by the creation of a 


number of Arab Kingdoms. With 
regard to Palestine, Mr. Churchill cut 
Transjordan off administratively from 
the Palestine Mandatory Territory, 
and by this act, as jt were, at the 
expense of the Jews, repaid to the 
Arabs a debt of Great Britain. He 
laid this principle down in the White 
Paper of 1922 bearing his name. There 
was poor consolation among the 
Zionist leaders in the definition that 
the Jews settle in Palestine as of right 
and not on sufferance. 

While this White Paper was a bitter 
disappointment to the Jewish public, 
it had at Jeast the advantage of bring- 
ing to an end the uncertainties of 
which British policy in Palestine was 
characteristic. Mr. Churchill regarded 
this document as binding for Britain, 
and throughout the Mandatory 
régime he viewed all problems that 
arose in connection with Palestine 
from the vantage point of this White 
Paper. 


Outstanding Issues 


The three outstanding: basic issues 
that arose in this period are (1) the 


Passfield White Paper of 1930, which | 


for the first time limited the scope of. 
the National Home ; (2) the suggestion 
by the Royal Commission of another 
partition of Palestine in 1936-7: and 
(3) the final abandonment of the con- 
ception of the Jewish National Home 
as well as the foreseen final stoppage 
of Jewish immigration into Palestine 


- in the White Paper of 1939. Against 


all these majn issues—apart from a 
number of minor ones-—Sir Winston 
fought fiercely, and his pleadings for 
Zionism and the warnings he gave to 
the Government often enabled him to 
rise to heights of eloquence and pathos ° 
in his speeches, some of which will 
stand out as Churchillian classics. 7 
It shows his deep understanding of 
world affairs that Sir Winston, soon 
after the emergence of the State of 
israel, was one of the first to demand 
its recognition by the British Govern- . 


ment, and to this day he does not — 


hesitate on every opportunity and 
occasjon to proclaim his friendship 
for Jewry, for the State of Israel, and 
his faithful adherence to the Zionist 
conception. 

~ On this festive occasion, when con- 
gratulations on his eightieth birthday 
pour in from all over the world, Jewry 
can rightly look up to Sir Winston as 
a good friend, and extend to him the. 
wish for many more years to come of 
his health and vigour, combined with 
the hope that he will remain, as he 
himself once proudly confessed, “an 
unfaltering Zionist and as one who 
has always had the jnterests of the 
Jewish people at heart.”

N excellent biography of one 
of the most 
national leaders of this cen- 

tury has just appeared.* The author 


of the book—Barnet Litvinoff—is 
Public Relations Officer for the 


Jewish National Fund and the Joint 
Palestine Appeal in Great Britain. 
He spent months in Israel collecting 
material for this work and received 
considerable assistance (including 
60 pages of comment on the type- 
script written in a penny notebook 
at Sde Boker) from Mr. Ben-Gurion 
himself. 
When Mr. Litvinoff first planned to 
write this biography he asked me for 
advice. Lam afraid I was very. dis- 
couraging, as I did not think he would 
be able to get enough material; to 
evaluate it; to digest it; and to write 
the story not only in true perspective 
but in a style worthy of the subject. 
How wrong I was on every count! 
With this book, Mr. Litvinoff springs 
in one leap to the forefront of con- 
temporary biographers. 
As a study of the history of Zionism 
and modern Palestine alone the book, 
from my own knowledge of the 
events from 1917 onwards, is accurate 
and well balanced. It contains several 
things that I had not seen emphasised 
in print before—the effect of the 
closure of the United States to immi- 
grants in 1924 on immigration to Israel 
in the 1925 boom; Raziel’s attempt 
in 1941 to murder the Mufti, then in 
Iraq; the setting up of secret arms 
dumps in Europe at the end of the 
Second World War in preparation for 
Israel's coming War of Liberation; 
the statistics of illegal immigration 
into Palestine between 1945 and 1948 ;

the difference of opinion among 
Zionist. leaders over the wisdom of 
declaring the State of Israel in May, 
1948; the unsuccessful attempt to 
relieve the beleaguered Jews in the 
Old City of Jerusalem; andthe 
candidates considered for the second 
President of Israel after Dr. Weiz- 
mann’s death. The only point I could 
find on which Mr. Litvinoff falls short 
of his exceptionally high standard is 
the inadequate analysis on pages 95-6 
of the causes of the Palestine slump 
of 1926-28. | 


I must also point out one mistake — 


in spelling a proper name (Aronsen) ; 
one wrongly transliterated Arabic 


‘name (Arab Subach); the irritating 


use of French transliteration of Middle 
East names (Beyrouth and Bedouin 
instead of the more familiar Beirut 
and Beduin). The portrait of Ben- 
Gurion on the dust cover is poor; 
the index to the book is incomplete 
and not wholly accurate. But there 
are some excellent photographs and 
two good sketch maps. 

These defects, however, are of little 
importance in a biography. From it 
emerges a true and frank portrait of 
David Ben-Gurion as one of the early 
builders of the Jewish National Home 
and as Israel’s greatest leader in war 
and peace. Ben-Gurion was only one 
of many Labour Zionists in Palestine 
in the first quarter of this century ; 
and it is interesting to trace the fate 
of each of his co-workers, mentioned 
in this book: died in. Israel—Eltahu 
Golomb, Joseph Aronowitz, Ber! 
Katzenelson, « Shlomo  Kaplansky, 
Eliezer Kaplan. and David Remez ; 


died abroad—Ber Borochov: mur- 


dered in Israel—Joseph Brenner (by 
Arabs) and Chaim Ariosorov (by 


Jews); in retirement in Israel——-Manya 
Shochat ; doing literary work in Israel 
—Shlomo Zemach ; still working in 
the kibbutz movement—-Isaac Taben- 
kin ; still working in the Zionist Move- 


ment—Jacob Zerubabel ; working for 


the State of Israel—Isaac Ben-Zvi, as 
Second President, and Rachel Yanait, 


now his wife; Joseph Sprinzak, as 


Speaker of the Knesset; Levi Eshkol, 
as Minister of Finance; Moshe 
Sharett, as second Prime Minister ; 
and David HaCohen, as Minister to 
Burma. 

Mr. Litvinoff correctly assesses the 
importance of the Histadrut—one of 


Ben-Gurion’s. major creations—as 


factor of stability in Palestine and now 
Israel. Ben-Gurion chose the name 
Acnput (“Unity”) for his first 
Hebrew paper in Palestine 45 years 
ago, and unity has been his motive 
force ever since. It drove him to 


merge his own Poale Zion with 


various minor Labour parties in order 
to make a new Labour Party—Achdut 
Avodah: to join Achdut Avodah and 
Sprinzak’s Hapoel Hatzair to form 
the Histadrut; to negotiate a pact 
(which, however, never materialised) 
between the Histadrut and Jabotin- 
sky's Revisionists; to negotiate an 


agreement (which also failed) between 


Zionists and Musa el Alami’s moder- 
ate Arab parties ; and, more recently, 
a coalition between the Mapai and the 
Left-wing Mapam_ (which 
failed), and with the General Zionists 
(which succeeded). 

Mr. Litvinoff likewise stresses the 
fact that Ben-Gurion was from his 
early days a supporter of Weizmann 
in his emphasis on practical Zionist 
activity in Palestine as of equal 
importance with Herzl’s diplomatic 


Zionism. 
remained in London and talked about - 


hkewise 


Later, when Weizmann 


practical Zionism, it was Ben-Gurion 


who remained in Palestine and did it. - . 


It was this—and Ben-Gurion'’s cap- 
ture of the Histadrut machine while 
Weizmann had none—that gave Ben- 
Gurion real power as Prime Minister 
while Weizmann was allotted only the 
honorary post of President. 


in spite of his long battle with Great 
Britain from 1938 (the date of the 
White Paper) till 1948 (when Great 
Britain abandoned Palestine to its 
fate), Ben-Gurion always had respect 
and even admiration for Great Britain, — 
Ben-Gurion was himself an Old Testa- 
ment student; and it was he who 
coined the memorable phrase quoted 
by Litvinoff: “It is not that we 
regard the Mandate as our Bible: it 
is that the Bible is our mandate.” - 


Mr. Litvinoff is a good judge of 
character. Among his many pen 
sketches of Ben-Gurion he says:. 
“ Ben-Gurion’s is a mind laboriously 
improved through the study of great 
literature. His judgment... hike his. 
character, is not tempered by care- 
fully planned education in. childhood 
and adolescence. He cannot see life 
in all its subtleties, and understands 
neither poetry, music, nor painting. 
Therefore he is spellbound by what 
he does understand. He shares his 
admiration equally among Spinoza, 
the Bible, and Marconi.” 

The story is brought to a close with 
Ben-Gurion’s abdication (the reasons 
for which are correctly analysed) and 
his retirement to Sde Boker. Perhaps 
the biographer will one day continue 
the story with an account of the con- 
tinued. influence on the development 
of Tsrael of its latest prophet crying 
in the wiiderness.

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Friends of the Sick

"PHONE call brought new 

life and companionship to a 
young man stricken’ with 
paralysis. His sister was forced to 
leave him alone all day and go out 
to earn money for rent and food; 
his hours were long and lonely, 
broken only by the struggle to feed 
and look after himself. Now he 
has a nurse to keep him company, 
to cook a meal for his sister when 
she comes in in the evening, to 


look after the house while she is 


away. 

Another ‘phone cal] brought aid to 
an aged couple, both ill and unable 
to look after themselves. Although 
the local council sent in a cleaning 
woman once a week, the old woman 
was afraid that someone from outside 
would come in and upset the kashrut 
which she had always maintained, and 
so there was no one to perform the 
most elementary duties for them. 
Within a day of that ‘phone call a 
qualified nurse was in attendance—a 
nurse, moreover, who was able to con- 


_tinue the keeping of kashrut in the 


household. 
Always Ready to Help 


And so the ‘phone rings from morn- 
ing-to night in a small, back room 
behind Finchley Road, London, 
Gottfried Moller does not look like 
the usual preconceived 
angel of mercy; «the hair under ‘his 
black koppel is grev, his face lined 
with care, but his hand is always ready 
to lift the ‘phone, his voice always 
ready to promise help. This is the 
service of the Chevrat Bikkur Cholim. 
“Please dont translate it literally, 
though,” Mr: Moller asked ..me, 


“because we don't just visit the sick. 


‘We provide paid nurses: and home 
helps, people who will stay for a week 


Or a month, even for a year Or more.” 


‘Both rich and poor can qualify for 
this service. “It ts not only the poor 


who are lonely and unable to enter a 


hospital,” I was told. “Many ‘rich 
people live alone and can die with no 
one any the wiser. If they can pay 
for our service we are very pleased ; 
if they cannot, then we must find the 
money somewhere else.” 

‘ But it is this question of money 
which, indirectly, adds more grey hairs 
to Mr. Moller’s head. Were it not 
for .the desperate lack of pounds, 
shillings, and even perice he would 
not have to draw so fine a line between 
those who are in dire need and those 
who can dispense with a nurse or help. 
He would not have to turn away will- 
ing helpers because he cannot afford 
to pay them: he would not have to 


keep such a vigilant check on whether. 


applicants are in real need or just 
lonely. 
One might suggest that the organi- 
sation should use voluntary help; but 
Mr. Moller does not agree. . “ You 
cannot always rely on a_ volunteer

CURRY 


ALMOST anything can be curried, meat, . 


poultry, fish, root vegetables, and eggs. 

If cooked meats are used, they are 
added to the curry sauce, after it has been 
cooked and just warmed _ through. 
Uncooked. meats are cooked in the sauce. 

Dry, boiled rice is served with all 
curries; and chutney should be handed 
separately. 


To Boil Rice for Curry 


Use Patna rice if available, as. this is

Heat through -in- sauce 10 
minutes before serving. 


Curried Vegetables. Any left over 
cooked root vegetables can be used, either 
individually or mixed, carrots, turnips, 
artichokes, swedes, etc., are all good and 
a few left over haricot beans or cooked 
macaroni can be added.

K each other visits in order to 
strengthen the ties binding their 
countries.

STORIES FROM THE 
APOCRYPHA 


1.—I ntroduction 


A great problem faced the scholars of 
Yavne at the end of. the first. century. 
After the destruction of the Temple ‘by 
the Romans, Titus had allowed the rabbis 
to found a yeshiva in Yavne, and they 
were having a final discussion as to which 
books should be definitely included in the 
Sacred Scriptures. The main argument 
was about -the . literature which had 


“appeared after the time of Malachi, the 


last of the minor prophets. A number 
of books had been written from the year 
200 B.c.B., which were worthy of con- 
sideration as they reached a high level of 
Jewish thought. After a thorough debate 
it was decided to include only those books 
which could be really ‘considered as 
divinely inspired, beginning with Genesis 
and ending with Malachi, when prophecy 
ceased in Israel. The other collection of 
books became known as the Apocrypha, 
which is a Greek word meaning * hidden 


away.” or “secret,” mainly because they 


were excluded from the Bible. 


Sixteen Books 


During the 300 years when these books 
were written, the Jewish people had 
suffered a great deal from tyranny, and, 
indeed, there was only a short. period 
of tranquillity, for about eighty years, 
after Judas Maccabeas had overthrown 
Antiochus and had rededicated the 
Temple. It was. thus a time of great 
suffering and hardship, and many writers 
tried to give the Jewish people courage 
and faith through their stories, proverbs, 
and _ historical narratives They showed 
how Judaism and the Torah were far 
superior to the idolatrous way of life, 
for the righteous would be rewarded and 
the wicked would perish. These 16 books 
were written with these aims in mind and 
include the Books of the Maccabees, the 
Wisdom of Ben Sira, and many other 
interesting writings. Quite a number 
were composed in Hebrew or Aramaic, 
which was the popular language of the 
Jews, but, unfortunately, most of the 
original versions have been lost and we 
‘now have them only in Greek, Latin, or 
Syriac. wee 

In the weeks to come, you will’ be 
reading some. of these stories from the 
Apocrypha. One of them is just like a 
detective story, another is about a 
dragon, the third tells of three clever 
royal..pages, while the fourth and fifth 
are about a great Jewish hero and heroine. 
I hope you will like them.

In the -first work,: the Bach C Minor 
Sonata, both his intonation and his bow- 
ing were slightly affected by nerves; in 
the Brahms D Minor Sonata his bowing 


was still a triflé uneven, but the work as

An empty bookshop at 86 Brick Lane 


is due for demolition. Soon not a letter 
will. remain of the lengthy Hebrew- 
Yiddish inscription on its wall, 

Curtains for the Ark, covers for the 
reading desk, and mantles for scrolls of 


the law are sold here—according to the 


inscription. Gowns, kittlen, chazanish 
caps, and tallitim are offered, new tefillin 


are sold and old ones remade as new. 


But all this activity, as well as the 
buying and selling of. Jewish books and 
manuscripts, actually ended two years 
ago, when the owner of the shop left to 
settle in Israel. Mr. Ritter had travelled 
much and had many adventures between 
his departure from Rumania and_ his 


arrival in London after the war. In Brick 
Lane he started a small factory for the 
production of religious appurtenances 
and in 1948 established this shop to sell 


them. 
Our photograph shows not only a- 


corner of the Jewish East End that is 
vanishing, but also one aspect of the 
changed life of the area. In many streets 
of Stepney houses and shops are occu- 
pied by immigrants from India, East 
Africa; the West. Indies, Cyprus, and 
Malta. Some are merging smoothly into 
the life of the borough, while athers are 
adding to its social problems—as did the 
Jewish arrivals in the East End of bygone 
days.

JEWISH CHARACTERS IN 
FICTION 


A. Baron’s Talk 
By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


“The Jew jin Literature” was the 
subject of an address by Mr. Alexan- 
der Baron, the Jewish novelist, at a 
meeting of ‘the Younger Members’ 
Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, held at the Ben Uri Art Gallery, 
Portman Street, W., on Monday. Mr. 
Lyon N. Doffman, Chairman of the 
branch, ‘presided. 

The speaker. dealt with some of the 
works of Dickens, Disraeli, George Eliot, 
and Meredith, illustrating how their treat- 
ment of Jewish subjects reflected the 
social standing of Jews in the times in 
which they were writing. In his _ por- 


‘trayal of Fagin in * Oliver Twist,”” he 


said, Dickens was not being consciously 
antisemitic. Oliver Twist ”»was written 
in 1839, when the Jew was still on the 
fringes of English society and his employ- 
ment largely confined to such occupations 
as peddling or money-lending, which were 
then frowned on. It was, therefore, 
natural for Dickens to portray him as a 


bad prototype. 


Changed Attitude 


In 1865, however, when he wrote “‘ Our 


Mutual Friend,” Dickens was at pains to 
portray in Riah, also a moneylender, the 
quintessence of goodness. By then Eng- 
tand had become a highly commercialised 
society and had also developed politically 
along liberal, reforming lines. It was, 
therefore, equally natural for Dickens to 
portray Riah as the agent of goodness. 

Disraeli’ novels—* Sybil,” “ Tancred,”’ 
and Coningsby °’---were lar racly a reflec- 
tion of the claim on behalf of nineteenth- 
century Jewry for admission to the upper 
strata of European society. In Meredith's 
“ Tragic Comedians” the nobility of the 
Jew was. portrayed. 

The thesis in George Eliot’s “ Daniel 
Deronda " was an argument dressed up 
as a novel on the Jewish question. In 
** Daniel Deronda ” her real achievement 
was not the creation of one character, 
but a whole gallery of Jewish characters 
symbolising the extent of the Jewish 
community.

Building Contractors’ Scheme

of Building Contractors in Israel have

The Federation represents all the 550 
private building contractors in Israel. [is 
investment scheme was outlined to me by 
Dr. N. Pinkiert, the General Secretary, 
who, with Mr. Aharon Goldstein, Presi- 
dent, has been touring Europe. 

Intending emigrants and persons wish- 
ing to purchase eloagap | for their rela- 
tives in Israel are offered completed 
houses or offices, which have to be paid 
But investors. 
may be granted credit terms, paying 50 
per cent down and the balance. over 4 
period of three or four years. Yearly 
profits and accrued amortisation up lo 
6 per cent of the invested capital may 
be transferred abroad (in foreign cur 
rency) with the approval of the Israeli 
Treasury. Investors will be free from 
land restrictions for ten years.

PHEENICIAN: ART AND 
THE BIBLE 


Influence on Religion and 
Practice 


By a JewtsH Reporter 


“The Ivory House of King. Ahab 
and Pheenician Art of that Period,” 
was the subject of an address, illus- 
trated with slides, by Mr. R. D. Bar- 


nett at the Beveridge Hall, University 


of London, W.C., last week. It was 
one of a sefies in connection with 
the “From the Land of the Bible” 
exhibition at the British Museum. Mr. 
J. W. Crowfoot presided. 

The speaker described the art of the 
Phenicians and its influence on Israelite 
religion and practices; « There was, he 
said, a considerable lack of knowledge 
about the Phoenicians and their art; They 
were a people speaking a semitic language 
exceedingly close to Hebrew, whose home 
was the strip of coast and mountain 
country now known as Lebanon. Settling 
in colonies and jrading posts along the 
coasts of Syria and further afield, they 
spread'a network of commercial and trade 
contacts—particularly during the Iron 
Age—all over the Mediterranean. Their 
relations with Egypt went back to very 
early times, certainly to the sixth dynasty, 
when the cedar and- precious woods of 
Lebanon were imporied into Egypt and 
the Egypuan cult of Isis and Osiris found 
iis way to Byblos, one of the oldest of 
the Pheenician cities. From the time. of 
the Hyksos dynasties, Phoenicia seemed 
to have formed part. of the empire’ of 
the Pharaohs, 


Ivory Work 


Trade relations between Byblos and 
Egypt. grew particularly close in. the -late 
Bronze Age, and ivory work was one of 
ihe many crafts of which Syrian and 
Phenician artisans seemed to have 
specialised during that period. 

Ivory, under the eighteenth dynasty, 
Mr. Barnett continued, seemed to have 
heen greatly prized. and was apparently 
Clamed by the Pharaohs as a_ royal 
Monopoly. . He showed - films of speci-

ORPHANAGE’S NEED 
| FOR FUNDS 
£250,000 Appeal May be 
Launched 


By a JewtsH CHRONICLE Reporter 


The desirability of conducting a 
£250,000 national appeal on behalf of 
the Jewish Orphanage, West Norwood, 
is, it is learned, being considered by 
the committee responsible for the 


Institution’s finances. 


This would be the Orphanage’s first 
appeal to the community for about 30 
years. The. need for increased funds has 
become more pressing in the past three 
or four years. during which period the 
deficit has averaged between £15,000 to 
£20,000 per annum: last year It was 
£30,000. 

The current budget of the 159-year-old 
institution, which accommodates over 200 
orphans, aged between five and 15, Is 
£75.000, The assured annual imcome 
(from subscriptions. etc.) 1s only about 
£20,000. The task of providing the 
balance is: tackled by the Orphan Ajd 
Societies, which last year raised a record 
£31 S00, But even this was 
insufficient to bridge the gap. 

In ‘addition to ‘ensuring that _ the 
orphans. are provided for adequately, the 
proposed appeal. would help to cover 
the cost of establishing “ cottage units © to 
which children will gradually be removed 
from the old central building. The cot- 
tage unit scheme is a long-term project, 
although work. on the first units is just 
beginning. The scheme, in brief, is to 
build about 20 semi-detached units, each 
unit. consisting of two cottages. | The 


cost of a unit would be between £12,000. 


and £14.000. Each cottage would accom- 
modate between six-..and eight children, 
as well as house-parents, 
The construction of these separate units 
will, it is honed, help to create an atmo- 
sphere of “ home” and “-family hfe’ 
among the children. 


THE JEW IN ENGLISH LAW 
Dr. R. Powell's Lecture 
By a JEWISH CHRONK LE Reporter 


In a lecture on “ The Jew in English 
Law Cases.” given to. the London 
Jewish Graduates’ Association, at the 
Horse Shoe Hotel, Tottenham Court 
Road, W.. recently, Dr. Raphael 
Powell, Reader in Law, University of 
London, cited several lawsuits. in 
English civil courts which involved 
Jewish issues. 

The lecturer dealt with several cases 
where the main point at issue was the 
establishment beyond doubt who was and 
who was not a Jew. Those cases arose 
out of bequests containing a clause that 
the woman to whom it was made would 
forfeit her interest under the will in the 
case of marrying someone not of “ the 
Jewish faith’ or not of “ Jewish 
parentage.” On the whole, the courts 
had found that those words were too 
vague and difficult to be sustained by 
evidence, 

During an appeal in one of such cases 
in the House of Lords, about ten years 
ago, he went on, one of His Lordships 
tried to identify ** Jewish parentage ” with 
Jewish race, while another pointed to the 
inability to prove an unbroken line of 
descent from Jacob, and a third stressed 
the tack of reliable evidence as to the 
degree of attachment [of the husband] 
to Jewish tenets.

The Rev. David Bueno de Mesquita, 
who was Hazan of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation for forty 
years until 1945, when he retired, died 
yesterday. week at Pembury, Kent, at 
the age of 76.

BAT GALIM: EGYPTIAN CLAIM REJECTED 
Israel Demands Meeting of Security Council

JERUSALEM, Thursday 
The Israeli delegation to the United 
Nations has been instructed to request 
an urgent meeting of the Security 


Council to discuss Israel's protest 


against Egyptian interference with 
shipping passing through the Suez 
Canal. 

This action was decided upon after 
General Burns, the head of the U.N. 
Truce Supervision Organisation, had 
announced that he would today convene 
a meeting of the special committee of the 
consider Egypt's appeal against the ruling 
of the Commission on the Bat Galim 
incident. | 

At its meeting last Friday, the Com- 
mission supported an Israeli resolution 
that the Egyptian claim that the Israeli 
vessel. Bat Galim, bad fired on Egyptian 
fishing-véssels before it was seized on 
September 28, was unfounded. 

The U.N. Chairman of the Commis- 
sion refused to support an Egyptian reso- 
lution that the entry of the Bat Galim 
into Egyptian territorial waters had 
violated Article Il (paragraph 2) of the 
Armistice Agreement. This clause, the 


Chairman said, did not apply. to the case 
under discussion. In addition, he added, 
there was no precedent for the Commis- 
sion to deal with complaints regarding 
merchant or shipping vessels. And, he 
pointed out, Israel’s complaint concern- 
ing interference with Suez shipping was 
now before the Security Council and 
therefore, outside the Commission’s 
competence. 
Egypt's new attempt to delay con- 
sideration of the matter by the Security 
Council was expected by Israel which, 
although denying Egypt's right to appeal 
to the special committee of the Commis- 
sion, will attend the meeting today. 
There is strong reason to believe that 
Egypt's efforts to prevent discussion of 
the incident by the Security Council are 
not opposed by the Western Powers 
which, although committed to the prin- 
ciple of free passage for shipping through 
the Canal, are not inclined to come into 
conflict with Egypt at this juncture. 
Speaking in the Knesset on Wednesday, 


Mr. Sharett, the Premier, confirmed that’ 


there had been signs of reluctance on the 
part of the Western Powers to take up 
the matter. If satisfactory action was

SIT-DOWN STRIKE

JERUSALEM. 
Twelve of the 22 members of the

ISRAEL ORDERED TO DESTROY FORTIFICATIONS

| JERUSALEM 

The Israeli-Jordan Mixed Armistice 
Commission has called on Israel to 
destroy all fortifications in the “ no- 
man's-land”’ sector of the Musrara 
quarter of Jerusalem. 

The request was made at an emer- 
gency meeting last Friday when the Com- 
mission adopted a resolution—it was 
supported by the U.N. Chairman— 
requesting the destruction of military 
instadlations, including the barbed-wire 
fence, in ithe area, and ordering Israel 
to render unusable miiiiary equipment 
held there for either. defensive or offen- 
sive purposes, Israel was asked to keep 
the Commission informed of steps taken 
to implement the resolution. 

The Israeli delegates were not present 
when the motion was adopted. They 
had previously questioned the legality of 
the Chairman's action in convening an 
emergency meeting and had asked for 
the session to be postponed. 

Jordan’s protest was apparently based 
on the fact that, by extending into “no- 
man’s-land,”’ the barbed-wire fence went 
beyond the recognised demaication line. 
But the Jordanians are enga in estab- 
lishing similar defences. cording to

Colonel Brewster abstained from voting 
on a Jordan motion cersuring Israel for 
allegedly stationing regular forces in the 
He said there was_ insufficient 
information to support this claim. 

On Wednesday, Israel submitted a new 
complaint to the Commission alleging 
that armed infiltrators had attacked an 
Army jeep in the Negev, wounding a 
soldier and a girl. The marauders were 
said to have crossed into Jordan when 
Israeli reinforcements came on the scene. 
Israel also claimed that Arab Legion- 
naires had occupied empty houses in the 
no-man's-land"” area at Abu Tor. 

Despite the border incidents, Israel and 
Jordan are co-operating in anti-malarial 
measures. Representatives of both 
countries, and U.N. observers, are to
